a. Sufficient state and local resources implement the 
resolutions stated above; and, 

b. Increasedefforts be made to educate the public about 
the new demands on local education, business, 
industry, and the arts along with the corresponding 
needs of students who have the potential to make 
outstanding contributions to our changing community.
